Heisa thorough scholar, and is one of 
the best educators in Georgia. Our institu 
tion embraces all departments, from primary 
through collegiate. Located in a moral and 
religious community, where good health is 
the rule and board is cheap, and where the 
sale of ardent spirits is prohibited by law, no 
school of like grade offers better educational 
advantages than Lutherviile institute. Our 
farmers have about done picking cotton.

Two Negroes Rob and Murd.r an Old Companion on 
the Uhattahoochee.

Just before the steamer Rebecca Evering- 
bam reached Otho on her up trip Monday, 
an old negro passenger, William Dawkins, 
approached Captain Georze Whiteside and 
stated that he had been robbed of thirty dol- 
lars by one of the deck hands and a negro 
passenger. Captain Whiteside requested the 
old man to point out the negroes who had 
robbed him. and he led the way down into 
the hold, where he pointed out Howard Ho- 
gan, deck hand, anda negro passenger who 
gave his name as Tom Brown. Captain 
Whiteside told Tom to walk upon deck and 
giveup the money, but he asserted that he 
didn't have it, and turned his pockets to 
prove it. The captainthen went back into 
the hold in searcn of Hogan, but he had slip- 
ped out and taken a seat on some cross pieces 
above the boiler. Captain Whiteside ordered 
Hogan to come down and give up the money. 
He also called the old negro up to identify 
Hogan. When the old mau walked up on 
the cotton just in front of Hogan he remark- 
ed ‘that isthe man.’ Hogan denied that he 
had the money and calied the old man a 
liar, at the same time jumping down on the 
cotton and striking the old man a blow in 4 
the stomach which sent him backward into 
the river. Captain Whitesides caught his 
coat and attempted to save him, but he was 
too heavy. Before the steamer could be stop. 
ped anda boat lowered to rescue the old man, 
he went undertorise no more alive. The 
steamer, by this time, had about reached 
the landing. and Captain Whitesides 
called a bailiff and 
delivered Hogan into custody. When arrest- 
ed he was coming out of the hold with @ pis- 
tol in one hand and the money in the other. 
An attempt was made to arrest Tom Brown, 
but he presented a dirk and threat ned to 
kill the man who touched him. When he 
saw that he would be arrested he jumped 
overboard and swam to the Georgia side 
Brown is a mulatto, and is said to a very 
bad negro, vith several aliases It is report- 
ed that he well known about Opelika.

The Prospects of the Farmers of Greene and Talia- | 


ferro Counties— W heat and Oats Replacing Cot- 
ton—The Result of the First Year’s Exper- 
iment— The Hopes of Susiness Men. 


From the Greenesboro Home Journal. 

Last vear, earlier even than this, the jour- 
nals of the state were filled with wholesome 
our farmers. Immediate 
was imperative. Some remedy must be sug- 
gested or the great panic of '73 would be re- 
peated. It was then the journals of the 
country seized the opportunity. They were 
in a desperate plight themselves. From the 
journals of the cities came theadvice: ‘‘Piant 
grain andeconomise.’’ The provincial press 
seconded the cry and it was carried by them to 
the farmers. These meditated. ‘Tis 
oniy newspaper balderdash,”’ said some, ‘‘but 
we can’t make ourcondition worse, and there 
is bettering it. We'll try.’’ 
Andtry they did. Old fields, long since 
abandoned as useless for cotton-growing, were 
plowed up and planted in oats and wheat; 
every availavle spot,from the marshy swamps 
tothe red clay of the hillside, was put in 
active use.

“Mr. Davis,”’ we first said, ‘‘I would like to

“Mtich better,’’ said Mr. Davis. ‘‘Their 
condition is ahead of what anyone supposed 
if would be.’’ 

“The grain crop had much to do with 
did it not?” 

“Oh, yes. but the real benefit of that 
not be felt before next spring. There are 
very few farmersin Greene who have not 
enough grainto do them until = spring. I 
know of some that have enough to run them 
the entire year. This time last year we were 
selling on an average fifty bushels of meal a 
day more than we are at present. This was 
equivalent to $50 a day, $1,500 a month, or 
$9.000 for the six months intervening till 
spring. This, you see, has been saved by the 
farmers. 

“Do you advocate the planting of grain?’ 

“Advocate? Why, it has been and will 
be the farmer's only salvation, I have 
preached it to them year after year for ten 
years. ‘Why do you piantso much cotton? 
i have asked them. ‘Don’t you see you are 
bankrupting yourself and growing 
and poorer year after year? Why don’t you 
make something to éat?’ But 
seemed to appreciate im," 

“As a business investment, Mr. 
Which pays better, grain or cotton?’ 

“What grain, to be sure. Let 
you what oats will produce and 
can be raised for One hand, beginning in 
September and continuing for three months, 
Can plant sixty acres of oats with one borse. 
Now the man can be made to do other jobs 
until harvesting season, when it will 
two extra hands about fifteen days to snock 
and cut the oats, the cost of which 
exceed $25. You pay the one 
year. This makes the cultivation 
ty acres cost you $175. Any kind 
will raise twenty bushels,or twelve hundred 
bushels on sixty acres, which at fifty cents 
per bushel amounts to $600. The cost of pro- 
duction was 3.7) ”' Mr. Davis wrote the fig- 
ures down. “Now, $600, mi- 
nus $l7o expenses, leaves $425 net gain.’ 

“How much cotton could be made on. tl 
same acreage, and at what cost?” 

“IT will take twenty-five acres as a basis’ for 
cotton, as thatisas much as one horse can 
work. It will taketwo men the whole veer 
to cultivate it properiy. This will be $306 
hem there is the hoeing, the picking, 
guano and the ginning, that will amount 
at least $175 more, making the cost of pro- 
duction $475. On twenty-five acres ten bales 
would be a good yield. The cotton 
bring you theretore $500. You have then 
only made $25, your land is being burned up 
by fertilizers and horses worn out with 
labor. I have known farmers to mike a hun- 
dred bales of cotton and not clear $300 on the 
lot.’ Mr. Davis further said that the farm- 
ers should centinue to plant grain. In it 
lies their only hope of future prosperity. 

The reporter next sought Mr. E. A. Cope- 
land, a man whose extensive dealings with 
planters has placed him in a positjon to know 
every phase in the affairs of the far vers. 

‘How have your collections been this vear, 
Mr, Copeland?” 

“Splendid. In addition to the debts con- 
tracted this year, numbers of my customers 
are paying off old scores—debts of three and 
five yeurs standing. I have collected a large 
amount on old bills.”’ 

“Then you consider our planters—I mean 
as a general class—to be in a better condition 
than last year?”’ 

‘Yes,indeed, They are better off than they 
have been for years. All of them have 
enougi grain to run them until next Mav 
With perhaps a few exceptions.” : 

“How. will the cotten crop be this yea 
smaller or greater than last?”’ 

“It will be greater. It is late coming in. 
but the increase will be ten per cent. over 
last year,”’ 

“Do you think, Mr. Copeland, that 
present hopeful condition is due to the 
idg of grain?”’ 

“To the raising of grain?

THE NEW BANKRUPT BILLS. 

ator Ingalls clings to the belief that it 
ye possible to squeeze a bankrupt bill 
igh before the dissolution day in March, 
most observers do not agree with him in 
this matter. The substitution of the Lowell 
bill for the equity bill by a vote of 34 yeas 
and 30 nays, and the committal of the bill to 
the judiciary committee, which is known to 
be unfriendly to it—all these things indicate 
the defeat rather than the passage of any 
bankrupt billin the few weeks that remain 
of this congress. It is more probable that we 
have heard the Jast of the Lowell bill or any 
other bankrupt bill until the _ first 
session of tne new congress. <A good 
me2ny senators want no bankrupt bill at al), 
d these men will be apt to cast their votes 
80 as to antagonize the pending propositions, 

and destroy all chance of passing any bill 
The rejected equity bill threw all bankrupt- 
cy proceedings into the district courts, to be 
lisposed of very much. as an insolvent rail- 
gad would be. This pian is thought to favor 
ve debtor, whi'e the Lowell bill is considered 
nore favorable to the creditor. Judge Lowell, 
vho framed the latter bili, isa Massachusetts 
adge who has heard thousands of bankruptcy 


memes. It is, in fact, a revival of 
the old bankrupt law, with its eb- 
oxious features left out. Perhaps 


e leading provision of this bill is that the 


hands of the creditors, through a trustee, to 
be chosen by the majority in value and not 
less than one-third in numbers of the credit- 
ors. The trustee or trustees may be aided, if 
the creditors choose, by a committee of direc- 
tors of three persons. There is no fee-bill, 
but a uniform fee of $50 foreach case, from 
which the expenses are met in the sbape of 
salaries. In case the creditors do not appoint 
a trustee, the commissioner is to act. He is 
to receive $2,000 a year. Over the cowmmis- 
sioners are supervisors who are to receive 
$3,000 a year. All of these officers are to be 
appointed by the courts. Compositions are 
provided for by the law. If they secure the 
payment of at least 50 cents on the dollar of 
indebtedness they require the assent of a ma- 
jority in number and value of the creditors; 
if for less, then the assent of at least three 
fourths in number and value. 

Nearly every merchant will prefer the 
Lowell bill, because it limits expenses and 
removes the temptation to long litigation. 
The New England and middle states will sup- 
port it, while the west and south incline to 
the support of the equity bill or no bill at ail. 
There can scarcely be said to be an urgent 
ca}! for any bill, and until there iz, congress 
will not be apt to pus® other important busi- 
ness aside to consider a bankrupt bill. Inall 
probability, therefore,we must go on another 
year without an uniform system of bank- 
ruptcy, snd creditors will have to exercise 
caution in the first place and diligence after- 
wards, en ct 

THE DEMOCRATS AND THE TARIFF. 

The synoptieal review of the report of the 
tariff commission which we presented the 
other day shows fully the intentions of the 
monopolisis. It is understood that the report 
was hastily revised after the elections for the 
purpose of throwing a sop to the great Amer- 
ican Cerberus, the public; but the revision, 
whatever shape it may have taken and how- 
everit may have changed the tenor of the 
report, has not materially altered its inten- 
tions. Practically, the report is intended to 
unite the interests of the iron men, the sugar 
men, the wool-growers and the wool manu- 
facturers. While the revision suggested by 
the report is good as far as it goes, it falls far 
short of what is really desirable and what 
the common sense of the country expects and 
demands. : 

The great majority of the reductions sug- 
gested are immaterial for the most part; and 
while there is a great pretense of adjusting 
matters in the interest of the people, the in- 
terests of the monopolists are not seriously 
disturbed. The reduction of the duty on 
steel rails still leaves enormous profits for the 


Bessemer men, and it is difficult to point out 


in any of the commission’s schedules any re- 
duction, or any series of reductions, calcula- 
ted to reduce the burden of taxation which 
the people now have to bear. 

The truth is the commission has cunningly 
taken advantage of the fact that our present 
tariff system 3s a vast and crushing burden 
upon the industries of the country, and they 
have lightened it a mite here and there, and 
shaved off its trimmings yonder; but the 
schedules fail to shov any systematic revision 
or reduction in the interest of the 
great public that bears the burden of taxa- 
tion. The democrats and tariff reformers 
should regard these schedules as suggestions 
merely and proceed to cut off the abuses 
of the system with an unsparing hand, bear- 
ingin mind the fact that a justand reason- 
able revision of the tariff will lead to such an 
enlargement of the revenue of the country 
as willinvite at least a partial abolition of 
the excise laws. The republicans dare not 
lead in this matter where true statesmanship 
points, and herein lies the hope of the dem- 
ocratic party. The people will refuse to rat- 
ify at the pollsarevision ef the taiilf that 
does not lessen taxagon and remove the bur- 


dens now imposed upon our industrial inter- 


ests, 
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INTERESTING QUESTIONS. 

The discussion in the house of representa- 
tives the other day in regard to the Trezevant 
claim opened up a very interesting question, 
The claim is a Georgia claim which has 
already been described to the satisfaction of 
every body interested or disinterested. It has 
been engineered safely through the house, 
and in the senate it will be taken-under the 
protecting shadow of Senator Barrow’s mantle. 
It will finally be passed and Georgia will get 
the money. | 


So much for the claim itself. 
When the claim was under debate in the 
house, a very interesting question was 
touched upon, as we have said. Holman, of 
Indiana, rose upon his tip-toes and broke 


a fresh objection against the ceil- 
ing, as @& matter of conrse, and after 


the other members bad allowed the dust from 
the falling plaster to subside, he suggested 
that the claim be allowed to go on the books 
of the government asa partial offset to the 
$740,000 of direct tax apportioned to Georgia 
during the late war between the states. 
Messrs. Turner and Blount, in arguing in 
favor of the claim, admitted in a measure 
that the direct tax can be collected when the 
governmentso desires. Mr. Mckane said this 
ought not to be, because the cotton tax is a 
fair offset. Congressman Hammond argued 
the claim on its merits, and did not enter into 
a discussion of either the direct tax or the 
cotton tax. 

The truth is, notwithstanding the fact that 
these matters were touched upon casually, 
the occasion was not favorable. to their dis- 
cussion. At thesame time, an argument 
from Colonel Hammond, or sume other con- 
gressman who is equally able as a lawyer, and 
whose mind is as thoroughly judicial, would 
be well calculated to place the country ins 
state of information, so to speak, in regard to 
some points that have been vexing everybody 
for several years. For instance, if the direct 
tax which wasapportioned among all the states 


during the late war can be collected 
from Georgia, it must follow 
that Georgia never went out 


of the union, and those who attempted to 
take her out were traitors, ‘“‘and so forth and 
so on,” to quote from our esteemed republi- 
can contemporaries. And yet, if this is SO, 
how isitthe confederates were recognized as 
belligerents even by the United States them- 
selves? 

But, if it be admitted that the direct tax

States by the United States can be collected 
now, is that any reason why the $68,000,000

A CASE OF CONFISCATION. 

Apropos of the recent allusions in congress 
to the effect of the direct tax apportionment 
on the southern states, to which we referred 
briefly yesterday,a Washington correspondent 
has discovered that a valuable piece of prop- 
erty in Georgia, isin danger of confiscation, 
by the government under the actof 1562. 


This property lies near Cartersville, 
and consists . of valuable iron 
and coal lands. At the  begin- 


ning of the warit was owned by the Hon. 
Mark A. Cooper, who transferred it about 
that time to the firm of Quinby & Robinson. 
This firm turned it over to the confederate 
government, the consideration being the 
loan of $400,000, the property to revert to the 
frm wherever the sum of the rental equalled 
the amount loaned by the government. 
This property lay somewbkat in Sherman’s 
path, and he kindied a fire with some of it, 
but when Quinby & Robinson turned it over 
to the government, the land was partly occu- 
pied by an iron mill and other buildings nec. 


essary and appurtenant. The confederacy 


placed enlisted men from the army in charge. 


of the werks, and proceeded to manufacture 
shot and shell and other implements that are 
fashionable in a period of violence. When 
the millsand other works had been thus 
used to the extent of the loan made to the 
tirm, they were turned over to Quinby & Rob- 
inson in accordance with the terms of the 
tract. 

All this—the loan, the transfer, and the ful- 
filment of the contract on which the transfer 
was based—took piace before the confiscation 
act, which is still a law, was passed. That act, 
as some of our readers thay remember, was 
passed with the intention of sweeping the 
board, and its provisions cover a good deal of 
ground. (ne of these is to the effect that all 
property loaned to, taken or occupied by the 
confederate government shall become the 
property of the United States; and another 
clause provides for giving good fat fees to in- 
formers who will take the trouble to locate 
sucuo property. 

- Sherman destroyed the works and_ build- 
ings, but the confiscation act discounts smail 
matters of fact, and provides that all lands 
upen which the property was located and 
owned by those to whom the buildings be- 
longed at the time of confederate occupation 
are also subject to confiscation. The Wash- 
ington reporter who has gathered this infor- 
mation states that there is an ex-union soldier 
at Cartersville who is acquainted with all the 
facts set forth. This ex-soldier seems to be 
anxious to finger the informer’s fees and he 
has taken the necessary Steps to secure them. 
He has brought the matter to the attention 
of the government, and District-Attorney 
Bighy has been requested to look into the 
matter. The reporter says that Mr. Bigby 
has written to Washington that under the 
laws of Georgia procedure cannot be had, and 
that he has been replied to the effect that ac- 
tion is not contemplated underany state law, 
but under the laws of the United States. The 
vase will attract considerabie attention if the 
information of the correspondent is correct.

He 
said: ‘‘My son, have a'l your property under your 
eye within the state of New York.’ But the next 
thing we find William Vanderbilt buying 
the Michigan Central railroad entire, at such an 
enormous figure that he had to dispose of a great 
block of his steck in the New York Central road 
What has been the result? Is the Michigan Cen- 


tral railroad such a superb property thatit has been 
his warrant togo into thatstate and incur all the 
responsibilities of unpopularity and adverse legis- 
lution far from his legal base of support? After hé 
gets the Michigan Central he advances into the 
Northwestern railroad. Consequently,.he is going

We are almost at the end of the necessity for mere 
railroads. Then he is now attacking the Pennsy}- 
vania company in its Own territory, and is not only 
con.ecting the New York Central with the Reading 
railroad system at very iarge expense over a rough

AN INTERESTING EXPERIMENT. 

CEDARTOWN, December 13 —Editors Constitution: 
Since the farming population of Georgia were star- 
tled and shaken up in their old time ideas of 
farmiug, by the announcement of the unprece- 
dented success of Mr. Furman, through the ¢ol- 
umns of your wide awake journai, I notice that 
attention has been called to several experiments by 
farmers in different sectious of the state, showing 
the wonderful progress in agriculiural interests in 
the recent past. i 

But I started out to tell you what one of our cit- 
izens has accomplished this year by an experiment 
in raising ribbon cane, which most: people thought 
would not grow in this section at all. Two years 
ago, Dr. R. R. Thompson concluded to plant a few 
canes ona small spoton the south side of a hill, 
and so well pleased was he with the result that this 
year he planted a patch seventy nine steps long and 
twenty three steps wide, using thirty-five hundred 
canes forseed, which, at eight cents per cane, 
weuid cost two hundred and ighty di llars. From 
the patch he has made one hundred and eighty 
gallons of syrup, which he sells at one dollar per 
galion; he has soli one hunured and sixteen dol- 
lars worth of cane, and has forty-two hundred 
canes leit for seed, worth three bundred and thirty- 
six dollars, making a total of six hundred and thir- 
ty-two dollars. Now letussum up and see what 
the profits are from the experiment:

Myectcrious Disappear. nce ofa Yourg Girl in Milwau 
hee and New York. : 

MILWAUKEE, December 14 —A_ fresh sensa- 
tion was caused tonight by the announce- 
ment that another beautiful young girl has 
been abducted from this city. Theaffair took 
place four weeks ago, but owing partly to the 
poverty of the girl's family and partly to the 
fact that the authorities appeared to be un- 
moved by the affair, facts in the case 
have not made public till to-night 
Four weeks ayo, Hattie Knickelbin, a 
charming child, nearly sixteen years of age, 
was sent by her parents to a neighboring 
store on an errand. She threw a shawl over 
her head, and from that time to this she has 
not been seen by any of her friends. The 
day before she disappeared, a man claiming 
to be a detective rode in a hack tothe home 
of the girl’s parents, and asked to see her, 
claiming that she knew something about an- 
other girl who was missing.

The first week in last June, a woman represent- 
ing herself to be a niece of President Garfield, an 
agent of the W. C. T. U., a cornet player and a4 
preacher, came to Atlanta with letters of {ntrodue- 
tion, which secured hera hearing, but her suspi- 
cious conduct led to a coldness which froze her out 
and she left suddenly ‘‘te see her dying mother.’’ 
The foliowing article from the Chicago Inter Ocean 
gives further news of her, It says: 
A woman with many aliases is traveling 
about the country representing herself as an agent 
of the Woman's Christian Temperance union, and 
aspeaker to fill the appointments of the union, 
who is pronounced by Miss Willard to be a fraud. 
She has traveled under the name of Mrs. Kent 
Mason, Mrs. Clayton, Mrs. Bowers, and bas represent- 
ed herself at timesas the niece of President Garfield 
She bas even taken that name upon herself and 
traveled upon it. The first heard of this adven- 
turess was from Mrs. G. H. Miller, of Minneapolis, 
Minn., who: wrote to Miss elen JL. Hood,.of 
this city, saying that Mrs. Kent Mason 
had been there, and, by producing 
what appeared to be good testimonials, imposed 
upon the ladies of the union. She bad represented 
that she was from New York. and an ageut of the 
National Women’s Christian temperance union. 
She was received by the ladies, and spokein several 
of the churches under the auspices of the Minneapo- 
lisunion. After she left there they oe that she 
was a fraud, and that she had net long before been 
written upassuch in the National Advocate, the 
temperance organ: Mrs. Miller warns Miss Hood 
against the woman, and the Signal published her 
asan adventuress.
